The Elba City Council 
has completed arrange- 
ments for the return of 
tly Elba streets to an as- 
was condition as soon as 
the engineering firm gives 
the construction firm a 
final OK onthe sewer lines, 

The work will cost the 
city $30,000 according to 
the change order issued by 
the City of Elba and FHA 
officials, The work will 
be done through the sewer 
prime contractor, J. B. 
McCrary Co, 

Payment for the work 
will be done in the follow- 
ing manner, Since this is 
being done as part of the 
sewer expansion excess 
funds from this project can 
be applied to the cost, This 
is estimated to be about 
$5,000. The $7,500 over- 
time penalty charged tothe 


contractor and the $7,500 
damages charged to them 
will both be applied to this 
project, totaling approx- 
imately $20,000, The addi- 
tional money will come 
from the gasoline fund of 
the City of Elba now being 
held by the State of Ala~ 
bama for the purpose of 
road building and repair, 
Therefore it will be no 
strain on the already 
strained general fund as 
had been expected by city 
officials, 


Another thing in favor of 
this method of fixing the 
streets is the fact that 
unless the $5,000 excess 
and $7,500 over time 
charge are used in this 
manner, they will revert 
to the federal government 
as excess grant funds, 


Schools Need More 
Money, Group Told 


“Either put up more 

local money for the school 
or they will close from 
the lack of funds,’’ was 
the word put out at a mect- 
ing held in the Elba City 
library last Wednesday 
night, There were twenty 
six interested persons at- 
tended the meeting. They 
represented all three 
school boards inthe county, 
city councils of both Elba 
and Enterprise and the Cof- 
fee County Commissioners 
Court. 
A This need for more 
money is a direct results 
of a bill passed by the 
recent special session of 
the Alabama Legislature, 
The bill says that 
every county in the state 
must provide a certain 
amount of ‘“‘local effort’’ 
money in order to receive 
state funds for the 
schools. 

According to Elba Sup- 
erintendent Elmer Taylor, 
the people of Coffee County 
must come up with a min- 
imum of $242,263 addi- 
tional local effort beginn- 
ing with the 1971-72 school 
year. This figure was based 
on the attendance in all 
county schools last year. 
Also, it does not take into 
account some funds being 
used for the schools, but 
not counted in the state’s 
accounting method. 

“ The statewide average 
local effort is about $65 
while Coffee County is re- 
corded as having $21 local 
effort. If state funds were 
cut off, Superintendent C. 
E, Peacock estimated the 
county schools could oper-

ate less than two weeks, 

If all the money being 
used for the schools is 
sent directly tothe schools, 
Elba will have a current 
local effort of $56.28, En- 
terprise will have local 
effort of about $60,00 and 
Coffee County has about 
$30 local effort. This is 
still far short of the ne- 
cessary $51.24 set by the 
law as current minimum 
for Coffee County. This 
figure could go up or down, 
according to the economy. 

A committee was set 
up to study the needs of 
the local schools and re- 


port back to the group, - 


Serving on this group will 
be a representative of each 
school board in the county, 
each municipality in the 
_county and one member of 
the County Commission, 


Following this study, the 
combined body of school 
boards, city councils and 
commissiones will make 
recommendations to the 
County Commissioners as 
to what tax or taxes are 


needed and if they should 
be voted on by the people 
or not, 

It should be remem-~ 
bered that no school board 
can get itself up to par and 
ignore the others, The law 
is so written to require 
the entire county to provide 
adequate local effort. 


Suggested ways of rais- 
ing the money include: 
county wide 1¢ sales tax, 
ad valorum tax, cigarette 
tax, gasoline tax, privi- 
lege license tax.

Cauley Wounded Here 


Highway Patrol Trooper 
Arnie Gaston Tew, 33, Elba 
was seriously wounded in 
a gun battle in which he 
shot down his assailant, 
according to Floyd Mann, 
cSrate public safety direc- 
cor. 

Both Tew and Carlos 
Cauley, 23, Jack, arebeing 
treated at St. Margaret 
Hospital, Montgomery, 

Tew was struck in the 
upper thigh and lower ab- 
domen by a volley from a 
.410 single-barrel shotgun, 
Mann said the shotgun was 
fired by Cauley at a range 
of about 24 feet. 

Cauley was struck by 
one of two shots fired by 
Tew. He was hit near the 
left side of his heart, His 
condition was considered 
serious, 

Investigation shows that 
Tew was working an ares 
near Zion Chapel when a 
motorist told him a man 
was standing beside the

road and had pointed the 
gun at him. Tew went to 
investigate, 

Mann said Tew found 
Cauley in a drunken condi- 
tion standing by the road 
with the gun, He said he 
asked Cauley to surrender 
the gun, 

Instead, Cauley told the 
trooper the gun was empty 
and put it behind his back, 
Tew went to his patrol car 
and radioed for help. 

It was then the trooper 
saw the man aim the shot- 
gum and cock it, and fire, 
Tew managed to shoot 
twice, and the radio a se- 
cond time for help, 

The incident occurred 
about 5:30 p.m, Both men 
were taken to Elba Hospital 
first and them moved to 
Montgomery early Monday, 

Coffee County. Sheriff H, 
D, Tillman and Trooper 
Billy Henderson were 
among the first to reach 
the stricken trooper,

A taxi took us to our hotel, Out hotel was named 
The Grand Hotel, and I think it said it was one of the 
three largest over in the world, Anyway, It was real 
pretty, and I liked it a lot, [had a room with a balcony 
which overlooked the Grand Opera, and to me its one 
of the prettiest buildings in the world, It has a huge 
gold dome, with carved statues all over it, It’s hard 
to described because its so pretty. 

After we got settled we decided to walk to the 
Arch of Triumph, which was only four miles away, 
About every few yards Mother and Aunt I’delle had 
to stop and rest. We all had to get in shape, 

We passed by huge parks with all sorts of Greek 
statues in them, On one street in Paris there are 
more movie theatres than I have ever seen, There 
are several American films playing there, 

After a while we arrived at the Arch of Triumph, 
It is a huge stone arch with the names of French 
soldiers killed in battle engraved on it. There are 
all sorts of carvings all over it, and under it is the 
tomb of France’s unknown soldier, We then split up, 
and Buddy and Mother went to see about a car, The 
rest of us caught a taxi back to the hotel, When they 
came back we ate at some sorry place and went to 
bed, 

Buddy had warned us that Monday was Bastelle 
Day in Paris, and that there would be people dancing 
in the streets and everything, So we decided to leave 
early in the morning for Switzerland, because several 
of the roads would be closed.

Poppies and roses you saw everywhere, and most of 
the houses in the little French villages we passed 
though didn’t have any grass in their front yards - all 
they had were flowers, Flowers were even hanging 
from the windows, 

After a while we were nearing the Swiss border. 
We got lost and stopped to ask some policemen the 
right direction. This was the first time we got in 
trouble with the police, They wanted to see some sort 
of paper about the car and we had to wait for about 
an hour to get that straightened out. 

We stayed in some little place right outside of 
Basel, and had a dinner of Swiss steak. 

Tuesday we left Basel. We decided not to spend 

but a day in Switzerland, and so we went on to Italy.

There are no paper bags at all in Switzerland, 
Everyone has a little basket or something. 

We passed over the Swiss Alps, I won’t even try 
to describe them, There’s a lot of snow on top of 
them and its chilly, Scarry, too, 

We got down finally and crossed the Italian border, 
We stayed in a town called Varese. We had a dark, 
dingy, smelly little hotel room, I found a dead rat in 
the closet, 

Wednesday we got out of Varese and got on the 
Italian superhighway, which they call Autostrata, And 
on these they have restaurants that go over the road 
just like a bridge. 

We decided to go to Florence beside the Medi- 
terrainean Sea, But it was mountainous and not pretty

Youth in Revolt 


OCIETIES everywhere from 
Europe to North America, 
from the Far 
East to Latin 
America, are 
thoroughly 
tested by a 
movement that 
is dedicated to 
destroy the old 
order, 

There are the 
hippies, peace 
advocates, civil 
rights protago- 
nists, ghetto 
blacks and advo- 
cates of student 
power, blowers of pot and ad- 
dicts of drugs, or merely young 
men with outlandish hairdos and 
makeup. 

Rebellious youth wants to be 
“outside” and in opposition to the 
mainstream of society, It is bet- 
ter to be “out” rather than “in” 
because contemporary society is 
thought to be doomed. This so- 
ciety is alienating youth whose 
interests differ radically and ir- 
reconcilably from those who are 
“in.” Youth must prepare the 
successor society that will spring 
from the ashes of the old, say 
the rebels. 

It may very well be that 
Western civilization is doomed. 
Manifestations of intellectual 
and moral decay abound and the 
youthful rebels are exhibit “A” 
of this situation. Our moral, 
political and social order may in- 
deed be disintegrating because 
of our own weakness that is pri- 
marily not political and eco- 
nomic, but spiritual, intellectual 
and moral. We lack the faith in 
the values we defend. We are 
betraying the heritage of the 
West. The young rebels do not 
aim to restore this great heri- 
tage; They strive to destroy its 
last vestiges. 

The revolt of youth is directed 
especially at the capitalist order. 
They live on the lavish fruits of 
a capitalist economy while try- 
ing to destroy it. Our high stand-

. ards of living which rest on high 


economic productivity, permit 
millions of our youth to live in 
idle leisure, lingering in institu- 
tions of shallow learning at pub- 
lic expense. And foolish labor 
laws, such as the minimum wage 


and labor union legislation, con- 
demn millions of our youth to 


permanent unemployment. But 
et’s have one thing clear—such 
sins against youth are not the 
bitter fruit of a capitalist order 


—they are manifestations of its 


very absence. Capitalism, which 
refers to our private property 


order, is the opposite of central 
control, bureaucratization and 
militarization, These features o 
our present order have sprung 
from radical government inter- 
vention with our economic free- 
doms. 

The revolt of youth is mis- 
directed. It should be aimed at 
the politically inspired abuses of 
capitalism, rather than at cap- 
italism itself,

Troy State 
Football Team 
Looks Good 


The loss of 20 lettermen - 
including 10 starters - and 
prospects of the toughest sche- 
dule in the history of the school 
have failed to dim the optimism 
of Troy State University head 
football coach Billy Atkins, 

His Red Wave closed out 
the 1968 season in a blaze of 
glory to win the NAIA national 
football championship - attract- 
ing fame for the college and 
national coach-of-the- year 
honors for Atkins. 

Yet, a year later, the na- 
tion’s top small-college mentor 
Says he has more depth and 
better athletes than he’s ever 
had at Troy State, and he read- 
ily admits that the Red Wave 
coaching staff is most optimis- 
tic at this point. 

Atkins and chief aides Max 
Howell and Phillip Creel feel 
this way in spite of the fact 
that among those 10 departed 
,starters were people like the 
‘incomparable quarterback Sim 
Byrd and two of the best line- 
backers in the business, Larry 
Groce and Jimmy Gillespie. 

Replacing Byrd, whose lead- 
ership qualities perhaps were 
as important as his passing, 
naturally is going to be the 
big job. However, Atkins is 
faced with a dilemma at this 
position that all coaches should 
have - four knowledgeable quar- 
terbacks who can pass or run 
equally as well. 

The four vieing for the job 
are Al Head (backup man for 
Byrd last year), Lionel Rainey, 
Buddy Messaris and Jack Keen- 
er, a junior college All-Ame- 
rican from Kansas. All are 
sophomores except Messaris, 
who is entering his first year 
of college ball after guiding 
Lanier of Montgomery to the 
Alabama High School 4-A title 
in 1967. 

At the moment, Head has 
the No, 1 berth. ‘‘Al’s going 
to pose a different-type threat 
than any quarterback we’ve had 
because of his ability to either 
run or pass,’?’? Atkins says. 
*tHis knowledge of our offense 
is excellent and we’re very op- 
timistic about him. And, be- 
sides that, he has the ability 
to start at either quarterback, 
receiver, running back or de- 
fensive back.’’ 

In the aerial department, 
Head and cohorts will have 
what Atkins terms ‘fa better 
group of receivers than last 
year’? when Byrd was throw- 
ing 35 times a game. Fourth- 
year starter Danny Grant, one 
of the smoothest pass-catchers 
around, leads the way at flanker, 
Grant only holds 17 individual 
Troy State records and shares 
three others. 

He’ll have plenty of help from 
split ends Vince Green and 
Jimmy Hedrick and tight end 
Doug Taylor. Taylor is best 
remembered by his outstanding 
performance in the national 
championship game against 
Texas A&I, a job that earned 
him most valuable lineman hon- 
ors.

Fire Claims Lite 


Of Local Man 
On Monday 


\n early morning fire 
in one of the Elba Motel 
Apartments, Monday 
morning resulted in the 
death of apartment occu- 
pant, louie John (Jake) 
Bailey, age 40, Bailey, a 
native of Elba was a sales- 
man with Cook Chevrolet 
and lived alone, 

The fire was reported 
shortly before 6 a.m. and 
when firemen arrived at 
the scene they had tobreak 
in the door to get to the 
fire. It apparently started 
from a dropped cigarette 
as the actual fire was con- 
fined to the bed and ad- 
joining wall, Bailey’s body 
was found on the floor be- 
tween the bed and bathroom 
door, The apartment was 
filled with smoke and this 
smoke, fire and lack of 
oxygen was the apparent 
cause of death, according 
to a preliminary autopsy 
report released Monday 
afternoon by the Elba 
Police Department. 

Mr. Harris Murphree, 
who operates the apartment 
complex, stated Monday 
morning that except for 
the speedy professional ef~ 
forts of the Elba police and 
fire departments, the toll 
in both life and property 
would have been much 
greater. 


148 Accidents 
Investigated 


From 6;00 P.M, Friday 
through midnight Sunday, 
the Alabama __ Highway 
Patrol investigated 148 
rural traffic accidents with 
68 injuries and 9 fatali- 
ties. Colonel Floyd Mann, 
State Director of Public 
Safety, stated that Calhoun 
and Colbert County re- 
corded two deaths each and 
Butler, Chilton, Conecuh, 
Monroe and Russell County 
recorded one each, These 
weekend deaths bring the 
total killed so far this year 
to 573 as compared to 541 
at the same time last year 
for an increase of 32 fata- 
lities. 

Troopers in the eight 
county Dothan District in- 
vestigated 16 accidents with 
7 injuries and nofatalities. 
There have been 40 rural 
traffic deaths in the Dis- 
trict this year as compared 
to 62 at the same time last 
year for a decrease of 22 
fatalities. Some violations 
causing these weekend ac- 
cidents were uncontrolled 
speed, following too close, 
failing to give proper signal 
and improper passing, 

Colonel Mann stated the
